Many of tliosi- who are iilanning 
to engage in the racing at New Orleans. Is-ginning 
.iannary 1. wiil have moved on to the Presce.it City 
liefore the local n eeting t omes to an end. 

Since tin- meeting is to close so soon after the 
heginniiig of ilie ' new .vear. it has liceii decided 
not to attemiit to card any races for the two-year- 
olds of inio. There are ahont lifiy yearlings at the 
track that are heing siiaiu-d U|> for eariv racing, 
lint they will all make their ik-hiit elscwlicrc. 

It is donhtfni if a meeting lias Ih-cii recentl.v 
lieltl at whicli the tields have heen so nniforml.v 
large as lias heen the case here. The horsemen all 
a|'|iear anxious to k< «-|i their chargt-s Inisy and as 
a result the comi.etition has licen keen thronghont. 

The future of Palmetto Park is prohlematical. 
'nicre arc sonic who incline to the belief tliat this 
niceting will mark the passing of Charleston as a 
lacing point. There are no gronnds for this view, 
however. l.m-al interest in the racing has lie«-n 
growing steailily and but for the tinancial depression 
from whicii the south is snlTering as a result of the 
nuforiniiatc comlitions in the cotton market, the 
local patronage niidonhtedly would l«- nnicii greater. 

The exodns of turfmen fro.n iiere will begin th" 
latter part of this week, wlien the advance guard 
will dc|iart for New Orleans. 'I'here will be special 
trains both to New Orleans and lla';ina.

De-nald .Macdonald, aeeonniiug for $Ui,0S0 as the outcome of iwcnly-two races won. TIds year he started 
off so well tliat it seemed he might at least e<liial ids goml record of tlie year before, but early in tbe rac- 
ing season lie eoiieliided to sell all of his horses in training and retire from the sport for a time, business 
reiiuirements of weiglir lieing the impelling cans*-. It follows that bis stable record terminates with the 
sal<- of bis liorses early in Jnne; In such racing as lie did lie introduced a two-year-old eolt of his own 
I'teeding named Haulierk. which won the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont Park, and at the same track raced

CLEAR SKIES AT JUAREZ 



RAIN CEASES AND SUNDAY FINDS BIG CROWD 
AT MEXICAN TRACK. 



Ringling, Well Served by Sloppy Going, Wins Over- 
night Handicap That Has Place of Honor on 
Program — Hackett Stable Takes a Purse, 



El Paso, Tex., December 20. — Toilay’s racing at 
Juarez twik place under a clear sky, hut the track 
was sloppy as a result of the rain that had been 
fallitig tor nearly twenty-four hours. Horses at 
eoiuparatively short odds accounted for most of 
the races. 

F. D. Weir’s Riiigliug, especially well served 
hy the muddy going, was returned an easy winner 
in the mile handicap for all ages that served as 
the chief racing event of the day. Outrun in the 
early part of the race, she ran past the leaders 
on the last turn and went on to win by herself. 
That she would give a good aeeount of herself was 
foreshadowed in the lietting. Bryulimah, running 
coupled with Fathom as the F. S. Haekett entry, 
finished seemul and Hocnir. the top weight of the 
race, was third. 

Palma was never headed in the ojiening dash 
and scored by a lilieral margin over -Blaekslieep. 
Nobleman, from the Yaiike stable, was hacked into 
favoritism in the second and won with ease. Yalla- 
ha, the early pacemaker, barely lasted to heat 
Carrie Omie for second money. 

The first sueeess of the formidable Hackett stable 
since its arrival from Maryland was scored when 
Mater won the third race. She was going always in 
front and her winning margin was four lengths. 
She was a receding favorite. 

TTie consistent Orimar Lad accounted for the fifth. 
He, too, led all the way by a goodly margin. .Mer- 
curium, which had displaced him in favoritism, 
was unplaced. Kose Oneil, in aeeount ing for tin- 
closing dash, paid the longest odds of any winner 
if the da.v. lieing an outsider in tlie tietting. Sleeri- 
land was the runner-np and Lad.v IiiuiH-ence, the 
favorite, came from far hack to be third. 

riie weatlier was ideal tinlay and a liig crowd 
journe.veil to the track. 

Mater was kicketl on the inside of her foreleg 
while at the post and liad an artery cut. She bled 
pnifusely after la-iiig returned the winner.

KING GEORGE’S MOST SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 



Probably wie of the most strenuous flat-racing sea- 
sons on record, particularly during the last three 
mouths, was that which reaeheil its end on Satin- 
day. H was remarkable for many incidents, some 
not altogether satisfactory, as, for instance, the 
(lualiity of the classic three-year-olds, which must. 

I think, be admitted to he well below the usual 
standard, while there was nothing outstanding in 
the juvenile form. There is, however, at least one 
gratifying reflection in the fact that his Majesty’s 
horses won the largest aggregate in stakes sinc-J 
his accession to the throne. This happy result is 
due in the main to T'riiir Marons. whicli is resiKUisilile 
for $;j!).7oO of tile total of $,"i!>.725 resulting from 
eleven victories gained liy six bearers of the Royal 
pnride and scarlet. These figures must be part'e- 
nliirly gratifying to Ixird Marcus Beresford and 
Richard Marsh, not to mention Walker, the stud 
groom at Sandringham, wlio hears ail the responsi- 
liility of liringing tip tlie young stock until sent 
np as yearlings to Egerton House. Nor is Jones to 
lio forgotten, for lie had the liandling of Friar 
.Marcus in all his races, and enjoys tlie distinetion 
of having iieen first jockey to the Royal staldo 
ever since he won the Two Tlionsand Guineas. 
Derby, and St. I.eger on Diamond Jnliilce for the 
late King Edward, then Prince of Wales. 

It may lie that classic honors arc ne.xt year des 
tilled for King George, as Friar .Marcus is undefeat- 
ed. and it is fair to assume tliat lie would have 
done iietter still had he not lieeu liamiiered hy a 
snnnner cough after his easy victory at Eii.soin 
in tlie Great Snrre.v Foal Stakes. This niisfortiine 
kept him at home when he iniglit have Iieen winning 
at Ascot. Happily I lie ailment left no ill-effect 
hcliiiid. and although he liad little to spare when 
he eame out again al Gisidwood he gave Snow .Mar 
ten six tioinids and a liead heating for tlie Prince 
of Wales’ Stakes. Ne.xt he approprialed the Rons 
Memorial at the First Oetotier Meeting wlien eon- 
ceding ten pounds to l.ainpliigli. and finally cap- 
ped all liv winning tin* .Middle I'ark Plate in ir- 
reproachahle style from Redfern, .Manxman, Sini 
fire, and others — nndoulitedly his best performaiice. 
and one which nnist have Iieen especially [ilcasing 
to Lord Roseliery. whose horse, Cicero — also a Der- 
ti.v winner — got him from Prim Nnii. daughter of 
I’ersiniinon and Noiisneli. Witli such credentials 
and sueli a peiiigree. to say notliing of his bean- 
tifni quality and racing conformation, it requires 
no great imagination to see in Friar .Marcus a 
isissihle Dertiy winner. Encouraged liy liis spriii.g 
promise, especiall.v when he ran t’oreyra to a sho t 
head and Iieat Hapslinrg li.v threi- lengths for the 
Newmarket Stakes, one had hopes tliat Brake 
spear would win the Derby, tint after liegiuning 
slowly, and l«‘ing interfered with wlien going 
well at Tatleiiliain Corner, he was only sixth. 
The goml-liHikiTig son of Spearniint was never a 
hnlldog for pluck, as witness his two-year-old fonii. 
and although sis-ond four tinies and third Iwiee 
he did not win a race during the season. Siianv 
Lake was more fortunate, inasiniieh as lie scored 
tiraekets on tliree oeeasious. His Majesty’s other 
winners were Sunni. Vervaiiie, and S 3 qnlMilisrii. 

Several of tlie liorses iiieludcd in Hie Egerton 
House t<-:iiii last spring liave heen weeih-d out of tin- 
siatile. a.s. for example. White IJK-ks, Lndoviteli and 
Per .Mare, tlie last a well-lired tilly hy Mareovil. 
which was purcliased for tlie paddock liy Higgs for 
.770 guineas. La Marquise, liy Mareovil out of 
F-rincess de Galles*. has gone to Sandringham, and 
file two-year-olds. .Markie. .Marktiope. Seed Pearl. 
Jungle Cock. .Viglette. Flowery Speeeli and Sprig 
of Erin, liave yet to face the public, tint all are 
sntiieiently well mnneeteil to give promise of win- 
ning next year, and will. 1 lielieve. lie keiit in 
training. In fact, his .Majesty will have more horses 
in training than ever before, the team lieing rein- 
forced b.v sixteen yearlings, iiainelv:

Weslern Galicia was declared to lie eli'iir of 
Russians in an oUicial statement issued at Vienna. 
In tlie baitle of Limanowa tlie .\nstro-Hmigarian 
army is de<-lared to have (onqdetely Minted tlie Rus- 
sians and to liave taken 2(i.(KlO prisoners and great 
quantities of war nialerial. wliile the Russian losses 
were enonnons. Tlie total nnnil^q' of Russians cap- 
tured in Galicia in the last few days is retiorted 
to lie .’;::.0(K). The following otticial eonimnnieation 
was issued earlier; "Oiir forces wliieli advanced 
beyond the line froiii Krosno to Zakliezyn again 
iimt witli stnliliorn resistance yesterda.v. Violent 
figliling is also proceeding on tlie lower Dnnajee 
river in Galicia. I’lie Russian rear guards, who had 
made a dogged stand o;i the western hank of the 
river were almost eonqiletely ronled. In .'=onlli Po- 
land ligliting eoiilinneil. tlie eiieniy iieing routed. 
Our ea valr.v. which on Tlinrsdav evening entered 
.Tendrzejow. lias reaelied tlie rU’er Nida. Further 
nortli Hie .Vuslro-<;ernian allies have crossed tlie 
river I’iliea. From the ('arpatliiiins tliere is no news

DesiM-riHe rear guard actions 
ate said to lie in [irogress as the Russians press 
< iosely on Hw* retreating ai iiiv. Many prisoners 
are iadiig lakiai l.y tic* Russians as tile Germans. 
<*xiia listed and suil’**ritig trom exiiosun* in the sevi*re 
weattier wliieli lias prevailed, dr.io to tlie rear and 
voluntarily snrreiider. 

Between Nieniiort and .Middelkerke the German 
(msitions were lieavil.v slielled liy the Britisli war 
sliijis betwis-n Friday niidiiiglit and 7 o’clock Sat 
nrday morning. During Hie earlier stage of tlie 
aeliun the German fire was heavy. Imt a|q>areiitiy 
Hie guns were destroyed or wittidrawn, as the re- 
ply earl.v in Hie iiKirniiig was light. 

Wuril comes from Rosen, Hie headquarters of His 
Germany army in Hie east, that Field .Marslial 
von Iliiideidmrg’s arm.v took Diwiez Friday after 
lieiivy lighting lor several days and eonqiell "I 
llie fiirllier rot iremenl ef tlie Russian lines. 

Sir Horace I’lnnkett. head of Hie Irish agricul- 
tural iMiaril. has arrived at New York, and asserts 
that Earl Kitelieiier has now .v Britisli army of 
2.000.01)0 men Well trained and jilinost read.v t-i 
be sent to tlie front. 

Kaiser AVillielin is said to lie iilanning to return 
to the beadquarters of bis army on the western 
front this week. His eondilioti is greatly imjiroved 
and lie ex[>eets to leave P.erliii witliin .a few days. 

Tlie eonfereliee of Hie Itiree Scandinavian kings 
resulted in an agreement to remain ncrilral and 
stand logetlier on ironliloiis questions arising out of 
the war. 

'I’he allies ate reportml to lie making steady gains 
In Beiginin and northern France in tlie face of vig- 
orous Gconiaii op[x>sitiou.
